Was it the duty of the NSV to look after 
the welfare of all foreigners? 

A. Yes, sir. When we became acquainted with the case. That is the point. 

It was just as possible that a German might have been neglected - that is to say, 
that subordinate authorities failed to care for him.

DR. LINK: Yes, sir, that I think. 
BY ET. COL. GRIFFITH JONES: 

Q. Would it have been the duty of the NSV Kreisamtsleiter not only to re- 
port ill treatment to the Kreisleiter, but to take active steps to remedy the ill 
treatment? 

A. In such a case, though there were no directives regarding it, since such ill 
treatments were not expected, nor did anyone foresee them, if, however, I would have 
heard of such a mistreatment, I would have immediately put myself into this matter 
and would have reported them to the proper authorities.

A. I should like to make an additional explanation pertaining to the questions 
just asked. The care of billeting, food rations, etc. was entirely a task of the 
DAF.

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Q. No% would you look at the letter which is #4 from the Ortsgruppenleiter at 
Haha and the Ortsgruppenleiter on the 19 February 1939, is writing in respect of the 
political situation for February 1939. He says: "T he church has no influence here on 
the male youth; it comes into touch with them only in so far as the parents send the 
boys to the confirmation classes. As the priest has no wuthority whatsoever, wild 


scenes take place there. It is a different matter were the girls, aged 10-14, 


i.e., thdage of the Junior Hitler Girls, are concerned. As has beenpreviously 


repeatedly reported, anf "Evangilical ¥outh Group" still exists, and the majority of 
the Junior Hitler Girls go there. An occasional discussion with the sub-Gau of the 
German Girls League (Female Hitler Youth) brought no change either. The participation 
of the children under 10 years of age has been stopped/ by the school; it cannot pre- 
vent the participation of the older ones. The "Youth fiui} Group" is headed by the 
Bvangelical parish welfare nurse and meets in the rooms of the Evangilical infant's 
school. Without the active cooperation of the parish and the Hitler Youth, we shall 
apparently not be able to get rid of this Youth Group! Now if you will read that, 
it's #4. Now was it the - part of the duties of the NSV to assist in destroying the 
influence of the churches and the church schools? 

4. No, not in any way at all. Because I hear that it is a matter of children of 
ages 10 to 14. The NSV has in there kindergarten only cared for children up to and 
including the school age of 6 years. After that the NSV no longer had anything to 
do with the children.

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And he says with reference to case 42 =- Ortsgruppe Hahn, the following reported dated 9 
July 1939, indicates the measures taken in this matter - and I go on to read the 
report, dated 9 July 1931. I needen't read the whole of this, but in the fourth line 
describing the measures that have been taken to rid the influence of the church schools 
in Hahn, the Ortsgruppenleiter, writes: "On Wednesday in place of the confessional 
kindergarten, an NSV (National Socialist Welfare) kindergarten er Ph sa here. The 
start was a good one; out of the former gust pupils, 34+ nah eet on the first 
day already; it can therefore be reckoned with that, the NSV kindergarten will soon have 
as many children as the former Evangilical Children's School, or perhaps even more." 
Now, I can only put that letter to you because I want to ask you ga asain, was it part 
of the work of the NSV to assist in the closing down of the Svangélical cherch 
schools and substitute in their place Nazi perty schools of thetr own? 

A. May I be permitted to point out that is not a repetition of a question, but 
the first time the question has been put to me — whether NSV kindergartens were to be 
opened to substitute for Evangilical kindergertends. Of course, it was the strive of 
the NSV to institute kindergartens everywhere. For this purpose propaganda was 
made with the parents. May I say again this was not propaganda, but solicitation. 
It was entirely up to the parents whether they preferred sending their children to the 
NSV kindergarten which was to be established or to the Evangilical kindergarten. There 
was an official directive which allowed a certain amount of kindergartens in ration to 
the children. If after the mmpktkttgx solicitation it was found that out of 60 children, 
45 or 50 were going to join the NSV kindergarten, because a report was made to the chief 
mayor or whoever happened to be the competent authority, and then since only in ratio 
to the number of children available, a certain amount of kindergartens were permitted, 
the authorities closed down that kindergarten which had a lesser number of children. 

Qe Very well, I don't think we need go into that further. Perhaps I can make 


the position of this exhibit clear. The original that I submitted is simply a type-

written copy of documents, but it comes from the Britisk Foreign Office, and attached ao 
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to it is a certificate which reads as follows. Perhaps I needn't read it at all, 
but it is a certificate saying that they are true copies of German captured documents.

I cannot see from the document that they have used the NSV nor NSV officials 
for their anti-church activities, That is why I have no further questionsto 
direct to the wirness who has been introduced by me as a professional expert 
and has knowledge of matters pertaining to the orgahization. 

Me TAYLG?: Very well, if there are no further questions by the 
prosecution cr the defense, witness will be excused.
